LOCATION—Elkhart is located one hundred miles east of Chicago on 
the main line of the New York Central Railroad. It is also the northern 
terminus of one branch of the Big Four, and it is served by several local and 
through bus lines. Federal Routes 20 and 33 pass through it, as does Indi- 
ana Road 19. 


The sale will be held at Elcona Farm No. 2, located one mile west of 
Road 19 and about five miles south of Elkhart. Visitors coming out of Elk- 
hart by auto should follow Road 19 south, from its intersection with Route 33 
at the west edge of Elkhart, four and a quarter miles to a gravel road. Turn 
west one mile to a pavement and then south half a mile to the farm. 


Visitors using Federal Route 6 should travel north on Road 19 at Nap- 
panee six miles, then west one mile to Wakarusa, and north five miles. 


Persons arriving in Elkhart by train or bus should go to Hotel Elkhart, 
from which transportation to the farm will be available at frequent intervals. 
The hotel is one block east and two blocks north of the New York Central 
station and one half block east and one north from the bus depot. Reserva- 
tions for those arriving the day before will be made at Hotel Elkhart if they 
will notify us. 


The sale will start promptly at 1:00 P. M. on Saturday, November 1, 1947. 
Lunch will be served at the farm. | 


Headquarters for those who travel by train or bus will be at the Elkhart 
Hotel in Elkhart, Indiana. When you arrive in Elkhart, go directly to this 
hotel where transportation to the farm will be available.

NOTED HERD GOES INTO STRONG HANDS 


The most noteworthy private trea'y sale of 
the year was the sale recently of the famous 
herd, the property of T. Dorsey Jones, Shel- 
byville, Indiana, to Mr. and Mrs. E. M. Sims, 
Elkhart, Indiana, Dorsey Jones has been a 
breeder of Shorthorns on his noted Raveni 
Farm for approximately a quarter of a cen- 
tury. During that time he has produced 
International and State Fair grand champions 
and the productions of his herd have been 
distributed into all paris of the U. S. and 
Canada where they have been highly in- 
strumental in breed improvement. His pur- 
chase many years ago of the impressive In- 
diana State Fair grand champion, Browndale 
Star, followed by the famcus sire Browndale 
Pilot, gave rise to the expression “the per- 
fect nick’’ bacause of the many ou’standing 
prize winners sired by Browndale Pilot out 
of Browndale Star cows. 


It would require a complete issue of The 


Bred by T. Dorsey Jones. The kind we ac- 
quired when we purchased the entire Raveni 
Herd. 


Shorthorn World to list all of the noted 
animals that have gone out from this famous 
herd. However, one cannot fail to mention 
the International junior champion, Raveni 
Leader, that made a great reputation for Mr. 
Jones and afterward was one of the princi- 
pal stock bulls in the Edellyn herd, Raveni 
Masterpiece, another Dorsey Jones production, 
won the grand championship at the Inter- 
national and later went to the noted Robin- 
wood herd where he sired many winners and 
outstanding breeding cattle. 


The herd as it is constituted today and as 
it has been transferred to Mr. and Mrs. 
Sims to become a part of their notable col- 
lection at Elcona Farms, consists of the prin- 
cipal herd bull, Killearn Norseman 5th by the 
Perth reserve supreme champion, Norseman 
(Imp.); seventeen grand cows with their 
calves at foot; eleven young cows and heif- 
ers that are bred and safely with calf; four 
open heifers and eleven bulls just approach- 
ing serviceable age. Five of the cows that 
have the calves at foot were imported and 
brought to the herd some of the best of 
present day Scottish blood. All of the open 
heifers, nearly all of the calves that are at 
foot besides the cows, some of the bred 
heifers and most of the bulls are the get of 
Killearn Norseman 5th, a bull that was pur- 
chased at the Gallinger sale in Alberta two 
years ago and which has proven to be an 
excellent sire. 


It is to be regretted that serious illness 
prevents Dorsey Jones from carrying on his 
breeding operations at Raveni, A little bit 
more than a year ago he reduced his herd 
considerably in order to make it easier for 
him to look after the details. His health 
has not improved and it was found necessary 
to relinquish the load that the care of the 
herd has put upon him. 


Those who know Mr. and Mrs. Sims and 
the splendid results that they have achieved 
with Shorthorns realize that the herd is going 
into good hands and will continue to work 
improvement for the breed. Most of the 
animals in the herd are descended from 
the same ancestors and carry the same 
genes as those that produced the great bulls 
Raveni Masterpiece, Raveni Leader, Brown- 
dale Commander, Browndale Conqueror and 
others.

Elcona Farms’ herd sire carries the mcst potent blood of the breed. The extended pedigree 
is dotted with famous names that have made Shorthorn history—Coldoch Sensation, Calrossie 
Mercury, Calrossie Grand National, Calrossie Control, Sultan Browndale, Glenburn Field Mar- 
shall, Naemoor Jasper, Browndale Count, Browndale, and Collynie Royal Leader. The last, 
greatest of all Shorthorn bulls, appears six times in the ancestry of sire and dam. 


His sire, Edellyn Royal Leader, has earned the rating of All-American favorite during the 
four years since Professor Don Kays made him Grand Chamnion, at nine months, in the 1941 
Indiana State Fair. His sons and daughters have been winning top honors in the leading 
shows and sales and have set a new modern record for consistently high sale vrices. Sixteen 
of his sons, offered in the Edellyn Sales of 1944 and 1945 and the Congress Sales of the same 
years, averaged $4,264. Eleven of his daughters, sold in the same events, brought an average 
of $1,782. 


This young bull’s dam, an Edellyn show heifer, is a daughter of Calrossie Mercury, Perth 
Champion in 1939 and head of the New Dynas'y. He is the son of the 1933 Perth Champion, 
sire of the 1941 Perth top winner, and grandsire of the bull that received the 1945 supreme 
Perth award. Here is a succession of four Perth Championships, a record never befcre equalled 
in Shorthorn history. The pre-potency of this line is thus assured, but it has been further 
demonstrated by the remarkable success of the sons and daughters and the grandsons and 
granddaughters of Calrossie Mercury in this country. The dam is a member cf Mr. Wilson's 
famous Orange Blossom family. Her dam, another show winner, is a daughter of Sultan 
Browndale, International Grand Champion, and on both her sire’s and her dam’s sides, she 
traces back to Browndale Count. 


Grand Champion bulls at both the 1944 and 1945 International Congress Shows were 
sons of Edellyn Royal Leader and out of Calrossie Mercury dams. The first went to Byron 
Hawks at $6,700 and the second to Hal Williams for $7,000. Reserves to the Grand Champion 
female in both shows were daughters of the All-American favorite, the winner cf this award 
in 1945 being also a daughter of Mercury. The 1944 Reserve Champion sold for $2,100 to Dr. 
Taylor and the winner of the 1945 reserve position went to Mr. S'rauss at $3,000 for his Cherry 
Hill Farm in Maryland. 


In Mr. Wilson's 1944 sale, George Rossetter & Sons bought a son of Edellyn Royal Leader 
at the top figure of $9,000. In that year Professor Kays backed up his own judgment of the 
worth of Edellyn Royal Leader when he bought at nrivate ireaty one of his sons to head the 
Ohio State University herd. Elcona topped the Edellyn sale in 1945 with the purchase of Edellyn 
Royal Leader 22D at $6,500. 


In the Edellyn sale of June 1947, seven sons of Edellyn Royal Leader sold for an average 
of $2,582. Eight of his daughters averaged $2,794. The top son of Leader, out of a Mercury 
dam, went to George W. Rossetter at $8,400. The top daughter was bought by Lynnwood 
Farms for $5,100. 


A son of Edellyn Royal Leader out of a Mercury dam sold in the 1946 Congress sale for 
$7,200. A grandson was Grand Champion of the sale cattle and sold for $2,700 and a daugh- 
ter brought $2,700. The sale averages for sons and daughters of Edellyn Royal Leaders have 
set a record that has not been equalled in modern Shorthorn history.
